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Knowland’s Role 

Some idea of how much light and 
leading we may expect from the 
Tribune Tower in this time of 
world crisis was given by a New 
York Times account of the recent 
ttacks on Britain made on the 
floor of the U. S. Senate, 


After telling of the irresponsible 
attacks on our chief ally made by 


Senators Knowland, McCarthy, 
Jenner, and their crowd, and of the 
sensible conciliatory statements 


made by Senators Wiley and Smith, 
the New York Times summarized 
the affair as follows: 


“The incident had passed without 
becoming a general debate, and 
without involving a single partisan 
leader of the Senate apart from 
Mr. Knowland.” ° 

Senators Wiley, Smith, and 
Knowland are all acknowledged 
GOP leaders in the Senate, Know- 
land as head of the GOP Senate 
Policy Committee, Wiley of Wis- 
consin as chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, and 
Smith of New Jersey as the next 
senior Republican member of the 
Foreign Relations Committee. Mc- 
Carthy, on the other hand, despite 
his terroristic tactics and his domi- 
nance of the State Department, is 
not recognized by the Republicans| 
as a responsible respectable leader. 

So what the New York Times 
was doing was putting Knowland 
in a nice little special place as a 
man who didn’t recognize his re- 
sponsibilities as a top party leader.

Speaking of the negotiations} 
for a Korea settlement, Attlee said: | 

“There are elements in the United | 
States that do not want a settle- 
ment. It is just as well to face that) 
fact. There are people who want) 
an all-out war with China and 
against Communism in_ general, 
and there is the strong influence 
of the Chiang Kai-shek lobby.” 

Obviously Mr. Knowland, the fa- 
mous “Senator from Formosa,” 
didn’t like that. Doubtless General 
MacArthur, who recently unveiled 
his wonderful scheme for getting 
world peace by starting what Mr. 
Attlee correctly--calls “an all-out

Security insurance benefits are be- 
ing lost yearly, Robert W. Haynes 
of the Oakland Social Security of- 
fice, said this week.

146,223 Californians 
Injured Last Year 
In Work Accidents 


State Gov't Release 

“More than 146,000 California 
workers were disabled by on-the-; 
job accidents last year,” Paul 
Scharrenberg, California Director 
of Industrial Relations, reported.|; 
| “The total of 146,223 lost-time 
work injuries in 1952 represents, 
an increase of less than 1 per cent 
over the total of 145,075 in 1951,” 
said Mr. Scharrenberg. 

“This small increase in the face 
of a rise in employment of nearly 
6 per cent means a significant re- 
duction in the injury rate last year. 

“There were 39 disabling injuries’ 
for every 1,000 wage and salary}

WASHINGTON (LPA) — It 
looked for a moment as though 


S. Chamber of Commerce an- 


nounced with great fanfare in the 
press that its member organiza- 
tions had voted 16 to 1 for “sweep-! 
ing expansion of the social security | 
program to cover all working and! 
retired persons.” 

Closer inspection, however, re- 
vealed the Chamber’s halo to be 
nothing but a neon tube and its 
“sweeping expansion of Social Se- 
curity” just a gimmick by which 
to shove onto American workers 
half the cost (a billion dollars a 
year) of federal grants to states!

STEW ARD’S ROLE 


The role of the shop steward or 
shop committee has evolved during 
the past 100 years of collective bar- 
gaining. Trade unions were organ- 
ized early in the development of 
American industry. Usually a union 
got started as a protest against 
some specific grievance like a cut 
in wages or in opposition to a 15 
or 12 or 10 hour working shift. 
Often a union grew out of a strike 
or its organization was accompan- 
jed by a strike. There was not 
much order or discipline in early 
collective bargaining. The unions 
were local in character; they rose 
and fell in the chaos of industrial | 
develapment. With experience, 
however, unions took on a perma- 
nent form. Local unions set up 
city central labor bodies; the mem- 


bers began to pay initiation fees, | 


dues and strike benefits. They be- 
gan to establish a business agent, 
a walking delegate, representing 
all the unions in a city. The busi- 
ness agent began to “walk around” 
from one shop to another to check 
conditions and to see to it that 
understandings or agreements 
made verbally with employers were 
carried out, and that is when the 
shop steward’s function started. 
The steward began to “police” the 
agreements. 

Nowadays unions are perma- 
nently established; there are un- 
ion constitutions, by-laws, dues, 
and a complete system or admin- 
istration set up to run the union’s 
affairs, The shop steward’s role 
has continued and has become the 
great stabilizing force of collective 
bargaining. — Machinists Monthly 
Journal,

bottom drop out of the market, the prospect turns not only 
bearish but grizzly bearish, customers all quit: buying the 
icompany’s goods or services, and the unfortunate company 
\totters on the ghastly brink of bankruptcy. 

Now that we have Big Business in the saddle in the Eisen- 
‘hower Administration, we can expect the Government itself 
to issue statements similar to the tin cup outcry of Key System. 

In fact, officials of the Eisenhower Administration have 
already begun rattling the tin-cup for Big Business. Not long 
ago in San Francisco, here's what happened according to that 
jesteemed Eisenhower paper, the S. F. Chronicle: 

“America’s maritime unions were warned by a high official of 
the Eisenhower Administration not to price themselves out of the 
market. The brief but pointed warning was inserted at the last 
minute into a speech by Robert B. Murray, Jr., Undersecretary of 
Commerce for Transportation, at a Maritime Day luncheon at the 
Commercial Club.” 

Murray said that statesmanship must be manifested by 
imanagement, and then he said (this is the part the Chronicle 
|featured in its story, of course): 

“The American people have the right to expect the same states- 
manship from labor in aligning their wage requests with the 
realities of the situation.” 

In the case of both Key System and the maritime manage- 
ments, the fact is that it is very hard to get at the “realities of 
the situation.” In the maze of corporate accounting it takes an 
expert indeed to find out what's going on. Key System is all 
tangled up with a parent holding company which claims it 
lshouldn’t be taxed as a public utility because all it does is 


lown a lot of public utilities. And the shipping business is tied 
‘up with Government subsidies which in themselves are an 
jintricate study. 


Incidentally, in the case of Key System it’s only 9 months 
‘ago that a rate increase went into effect designed to give Key 
‘an added $1,740,110 a year in operating income. The State 
\Public Utilities Commission predicted the increase would raise 
‘the company's rate of return to 7.69 per cent by next year, 


Joe Ryan and the Bay Area 


The receiving of gifts from employers by union officials 
is no crime and is a common practice in and out of the labor 
imovement at holiday time. 

Such is the contention of the report to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor by the executive council of the International 
Longshoremen’s Association, headed by Joe Ryan. 

As for officers of the ILA having criminal records, the ILA 


executive committee's report says: 

“We wish to point out that there is no rule of the AFL that no 
person with a criminal record of any description may hold office 
in any union affiliated with the AFL, When and if any such rule 
is adopted, it should be incorporated in the constitution of the AFL 
and should be applicable to all unions holding charters of the AFL. 
In that event, we of the ILA here and now pledge ourselves to 
abide by any such provision within both its spirit and letter.” 


The report from which we have quoted is the one made by 
Joe Ryan's executive board to the AFL as the result of AFL 
‘President Meany's vigorous demand that the ILA either clean 
‘house or be prepared to get kicked out of the AFL. 

Certainly anyone with any knowledge of what's going 
on in the world must realize that the taking of gifts from 
employers by union officials is a dangerous practice that could 
‘lead to serious crime. Presumably an occasional box of cigars 
lor a bottle of firewater around Christmas time doesn't break 
‘up the deep foundations of morality. But it is not little tokens 
of this sort that President Meany had in mind when asking 
Joe Ryan's outfit to clean up. Testimony before the New York 
‘State Crime Commission involved gifts running up to thou~ 
cands of dollars. Such amounts do not constitute gifts, but 
\bribes. 

One paragraph in the ILA report to the AFL is one that 
many of us would have known in advance would be in such a 
ireport. Here it is: 

“The AFL should not throw men and organizations to the 
wolves to satisfy journalistic hatchetmen or ambitious politicians 
who seek to rise to political power on the back of some outstand- 
ing labor leader. Yesterday the howling mob were after other 
labor leaders whose names undoubtedly are fresh in your minds. 
Today it is Joseph P. Ryan. Tomorrow it may be anyone else.” 

That is the sort of hogwash that is copiously poured out 
by the friends of a crook in New York, Oakland, or anywhere 
else when he’s caught with the goods. 

It must never be forgotten that this man Joe Ryan did a 
lot of harm to the labor movement and to the whole economy 
lof the Bay Area. It was the notorious failings of Ryan ds a 
labor leader, and the cynicism with which his associates with 
those nice criminal records conducted waterfront affairs that 
gave Harry Bridges and his gang the chance to muscle in on 
this coast. 

No Joe Ryan, no Harry Bridges. It’s almost as simple as 
that. An outfit which at this late day, after all the exposures 
of its operations, thinks it shouldn't have to quit nursing men 
with criminal records in its hierarchy unless something was 
put into the AFL constitution about it~such an outfit is all 
too plainly one that creates gaps through which the Harry 
Bridges gang can work their way in and did work their way 
in, right here in the Bay Area.
